Traffic  Problems  Rise 


Parked  car*  were  involved  in  30  per 
cent  of  the  traffic  accidents  reported  on 
village  streets  during  1965.  according 
to  Police  Chief  L.  W.  Calderwood  who 
has  just  completed  a  comprehensive 
study  of  problems  involving  traffic  and 
parking  in  Arlington  Heights. 

A  violation  that  is  becoming  more 
common  is  parking  on  the  wrong  side  of 
the  street,  or  with  the  left  wheel  toward 

The  driver  who  parks  in  this  manner 
violates  two  ordinances  rather  than  one. 
First,  he  is  in  violation  of  parking  reg¬ 
ulations  and  second,  when  he  pulls  in  or 
out  of  a  parking  space  in  this  manner,  he 
must  drive  on  the  wrong  side  of  the 

This  pul*  the  violation  into  the  cate¬ 
gory  of  a  moving  one  and  i*  even  more 
serious  -  and  dangerous  -  than  the 
parking  infraction. 

Another  problem  noted  by  Chief  Cal¬ 
derwood  is  the  parking  of  cars  on  side¬ 
walks.  This  blocks  vision  for  other  mo¬ 
torists  and  could  prevent  them  from  see¬ 
ing  a  hazard  on  the  roadway  ahead. 

Can  blocking  sidewalks  force  ped¬ 
estrians  to  use  roadways. 

Three  pedestrians  were  killed  in  Ar¬ 
lington  Heights  while  walking  along  Cen¬ 
tral  Rd..  where  there  are  no  sidewalks,  a 


vivid  example  of  the  danger  of  walking 
in  roadways. 

Chief  Calderwood's  study  reveals  that 
a  major  problem,  compounded  by  poor 
viewing  conditions  at  dusk  -  exists  in 
the  downtown  area  around  the  Chicago 
and  Northwestern  Railway  station  when 
commuter  trains  arrive. 

Cars  are  double  parked,  in  violation 
of  village  ordinances,  a  serious  problem 
when  hundreds  of  pedestrians  and  auto¬ 
mobiles  are  jammed  into  a  two-block 
area,  each  anxious  to  find  the  fastest 

Accident!  along  village  streets  are 
on  the  'increase.  Personal  injury  acci¬ 
dents  have  climbed  39  per  cent;  prop¬ 
erty  damage  accidents  «3  per  cent  and 
pedestrian  accidents  in  even  more  a- 
larming  63  per  cent. 

These  increases  are  alarming. 

Strict  enforcement  of  village  traffic 
and  parking  ordinances  are  necessary 
for  protection,  not  harrasiment,  of  the 
citizens. 

Such  strict  enforcement  is  one  way 
to  reduce  The  traffic  Rddem  wtt  In
